BILL ANALYSIS

BACKGROUND

The Texas Constitution currently limits the duration of
terms for all offices, not fixed by the Constitution, to two
years.

PURPOSE

H.J.R. 4 proposes a constitutional amendment, which if ap-
proved, would allow the Legislature to pass enabling legislation
for a hospital district's board members to serve up to four year
terms.

RULEMAKING AUTHORITY

It is the opinion of this committee that H.J.R. 4 would del-
egate rulemaking authority to the Texas Legislature.

SECTION-BY-SECTION ANALYSIS

SECTION 1. Amends Article XVI, Section 30, Texas Constitu-
tion, by adding Subsection (d). (d) Gives the Legislature the
authority to allow members of the governing board of a hospital
district to serve terms not to exceed four years.

SECTION 2. Provides for this proposed constitutional amend-
ment to be submitted to the voters at an election to be held on
November 7, 1989. A ballot must be printed to provide for voting
for or against the proposal.

SUMMARY OF COMMITTEE ACTION

H.J.R. 4 was considered in a public hearing on March 14, 1989.
No one was present to testify for or against the bill. The motion
to report the bill favorably to the House with the recommendation
that it do pass and be placed on the Regular Calendar prevailed
with a vote of 9 Ayes, 0 Nays, 0 PNV, and 2 Absent.
